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Petrofina fined 



SUDBURY (CUP) — The wheels 
of Justice grind excee<ilngly slow 
and sometimes they don't grind 
too fine either* That may be the 
feeling of Paul Tremblay, the 
Sudbury man who took his boos to^ 

court and won. 

Tremblay was in hospital Tues- 
day (Oct. 29), and unavailable for 
comment as his ex-employer. Pe- 
trofina Canada Ltd. was getting 
slapped with a $15,000 fine for 
wholesale price maintenance in 
Sudbury District CourL 

Tremblay had accused Petroflna 
of forcing him to maintain a higher 
gas price at his franchlsed Fina 
station than a nearby Independent- 
ly-owned competitor. When he cut 
his price below the level advised 
by the company, Ids franchise was 
terminated. 

It all started In December of 
19G9 when an independently-owned 



gas station opened Its door near 
Tromblay's Flna station, under- 
cutting his price at the pumps by 
seven cents a gallon. 

Tremblay was told by a company 
representative that he could ctit 
his price to within two centsofthe 
competitor, but no more. The 
company also promised to subsi- 
dize Tremblay's losses during 
the price war. 

But, Petroflna warned, If Trem- 
blay cut his price any farther, he 
would lose the subsidy. Tremblay 
cut the price one additional cent 
and his lease was subsequently 
terminated. 

"I do not see this as an Isolat- 
ed case alone/* Sudbury District 
Judge Sptro Loudlkells remarked 
In his decision, "There was a com- 
pany policy designed to deal with 
this situation." 

Such a policy artificially main- 



tains prices and combats competi- 
tion in violation of the Combines 
Investigation Act, Loukidelissald. 

With its 1,609 Canadian retail 
outlets accounting for only 2.69 
per cent of the gasoline market, 
"PetroQnais a small company 
when compared with the giants of 
the oil Industry," Loukidetis 
noted. 

He neglected to mention that 
Petroflna Canada Ltd. is only 
the Canadian wing of a Belgian- 
owned Petroleum Multinational, 
with a 1972 after-tax earning of 
19-mlllion dollars In this country 
alone. 

And it all comes as precious 
little consolation to Mr. Tremblay 
who finds himself without a gas 
station nearly four years after the 
violations began and a year and a 
half after the charges were first 
laid. 



No Trial for 
Poundmaker 



EDMONTON (CUP) — Pound- 
maker, Edmonton's alternate 
newspaper will not stand trial on a 
charge of culmination of aWiarre 
sequence of events arising out of a 
parody ad published in the April 
8-14 Issue. 

The ad parodied a similar ad 
published In the Edmonton Jour- 
nal by the Greater Edmonton Bu- 
siness Association. That ad de- 
pleted a pair of handcuffs and said 
"One size fits all." It went on to 
state the dire consequences of 
being convicted of shoplifting. 

The spoof showed the handcuffs 
but the text was changed. The es- 
sential changes stated that profit- 
eering was a form of theft and 
that profiteering was what free 

enterprise was all about* 

The offending section of the pa- 
rody said , "shoplift — it'scheap, 
convenient and Just" it continued, 

"but don't- hit the little guy- 
odds are that he's been hit just as 



hard and Is therefore just as 
poorly off as you/' 

This was read by Rafael Wat- 
zke, a law student and member 
of the Anti-Bolshevik Youth Lea- 
gue and on April 22 he contacted 
the Edmonton City Police and laid 
a complaint that the ad counselled 
an indictable criminal offence, to 
wit, theft 

Police acted on the complaint 
and charger were laid against 
Ross Harvey, Dave Berger, Ann 
Harvey, Morgan Thomas and Kim- 
ball Cariou, all members of the 
Board of Directors of Harvey G. 
Thorn girt Society, whlchpublishes 
the paper. The society was also 
charged. 

On October 28 a preliminary 
hearing was held to determine 
whether there was sufficient evi- 
dence of the offence, In other 
words, that anyone reading the ad 
would seriously take it to be ad- 
vice to go out and shoplift The 



Crown's star witness was Rafael 
Watzke. 

The hearing began on a surreal 
note with a question by the prose- 
cution as to the identity of Harvey 
G. Thomgirt, a stuffed snake, the 
mascott of Poundmaker. 

The defence did not produce any 
of Its own witnesses but simply 
cross-examined Wattke. Defence 
lawyer Barry Chivers, stressed 
the satirical nature of the paper's 
contents and whether Watzke was 
aware of the satirical intent. 

Watzke was asked to read ano- 
ther "advertisement" In'thesame 
isseu of the paper. Beneath a pic- 
hire of Garner Ted Armstrong 
was printed a warning against 
reading Poundmaker, replete with 
biblical quotations supposed to 
aiiuto directly to Poundmaker. 

Having read this aloud Watxke 
was asked whether he took it se- 
riously. He replied that It was a

Soviets 
Visit 



As part of the LS.O.'s Inter- 
national Week, an open lecture 
on "The Soviet Union and World 
Development" was held at Lauren- 
Han. 

The Soviet delegates were Mr. 
G. Zolotov, ihe First Secretary 
of the VSS.R. Embassy, and Mr. 
A. Zoubekhln, First Secretary of 
the U,S£.R. embassy and cultural 
attache. 

Mr. Zolotov's dissertation wis 
on the historical development of 
the Soviet system. His most in- 
teresting and salient point wasthe 
U.S.S.R/S aid to the Third World 
Nations. 

Their policy, he stated, was to 
allow the countries to retain their 
control over natural resources, 
enact nationalization should they 
see fit, and to control economic 
Investment In their country. When 
distributing economic aid such as 
setting up an Industry the Soviets 
turn it completely over to the coun- 
try concerned, once set up. Fi- 
nancial repayment Is made through 
a trade exchange, where theThird 
World Country gives manufactured 

articles to repay the loan. This 
stimulates the economy again by 
providing york for people and not 



draining the much needed capital 

from that Murfry. 
Mr* Zolotov's summation was 

a lengthy quote from the U.S.S. 
R/s Foreign Affairs Minister, 
on the UJ5.&1V6 policies toward 
Third World Countries. The con- 
tent of (hat quote was basically 
a statement that they will help 
out Third World Nations with eco- 
nomic aid and military hardware 
if it is necessary to protect the 
freedom of the underdeveloped 
world. 

After Mr* Zolotov's speech a 
question period was held. A mem- 
ber of the Committee for the De- 
fense of Valentyn Moroz, a poli- 
tical prisoner in the U.S.S.R., 
who distributed a pamphlet before 
the meeting soliciting support for 
Moroz's release, raised a question 
concerning the topic but was di- 
plomatically answered by Mr. Zo- 
lotov. When the same person at- 
tempted to ask further questions 
on the issue the chairman had to 
restrict inquiries to the topic of 
Mr. Zolotov's presentation. 

As well as being very well at- 
tended, this lecture had good au- 
dience participation during the 
question period.

VANCOUVER (CUP) — Male frogs 
go 'grlbbit' when they're keeping 
other males away, but they go 
'grabblf, or something like that 
when they're feeling romantic. 

These are the findings of Uni- 
versity of British Columbia gra- 
duate student Carl Whitney who 
for two years spent nights In the 
bog, armed with tape recorder 
and flashlight, studying the var- 
ious calls made by the Pacific 
Tree Frog. 

Whitney's nights in the swamps 
weren't in vain. He found that frogs 
have separate calls for fending 
off other males and for attracting 
females. 

The characteristic 'gribblt' 
sound that a frog uses 99 per cent 
of the time Is a territorial call, 
Whitney says. 

If another frog comes within 
two feet the defending frog makes 
a different sound. If this does 
not drive away the invader they 
begin fighting, each trying to de- 



flate the vocal sac ot the other. 
When a female frog is around, 
male frogs compete with each 
other for attention using another 
call, says Whitney. The frog that 
croaks longest and most ener- 
getically eventually attracts the 
female to his pad. 

Whitney, who did his research 
in forest surrounding UBC, Is 
modest about his achievements. 

"What I learned is of no prac- 
tical significance," he saj*$ "I 
did it to satisfy my own curiosity 
about what was glng on at night." 

Whitney , who has been Inter- 
viewed elsewhere about his work, 
is reluctant to talk about It fur- 
ther. "I feel that I have done 
my duty In informing the public," 
he says. 

There are also more pressing 
things. Ho Is currently engaged In 
the study of various songs used 
by the varied thrush and the ru- 
fuslded twohee.

LETHBRIDGE (CUP) — "Rape Is 

any act of forced Intercourse with 
a non-consenting female who Is 
not the offender's wife," said 
Elaine Parry, one of the spiers 
at a "Women and Rape" discus- 
sion held here. 

Parry, along with Janice Page 
of the Lethbridge Birth Control 
and Information Center and Jim 
Langston, a Crown Prosecutor 
led the discussion for a mainly 
female audience. 

In 1973, according to Parry, 
1,500 forced rapes were reported 
In Canada, but that figure Is es- 
timated to be only 1/10 of the ac- 
tual amount* 

In three major cities, reported 
rapes have Increased from 70 to 
104 In Montreal, 154 to 223 In 
Toronto and 80 to 104 In Vancou- 
ver. 

She said, "the victim usually 
knows the attacker who may even 
be a family member* The act of 
rape mainly takes place between 
10 p.m. and 2 a.m., with the vic- 
tim frequently under the age of 30. 

"Contrary to popular belief," 
said Parry, "three-fifths of the 
rapists lead normal home lives, 
possibly married. Physical force 
is used 85 per cent of rapes 
known. About four fifths of the rape 
cases are premeditated." 

Janice Page said, "Rape Is an 
esitTReratlon of the dominant male 
sex role, In which the masculine 
values of aggressiveness and su- 
periority are evident. As long as 

man Is lead to believe he Is do- 
minant, rope win continue."

Lethbridge prosecuting attor- 
ney, Jim Langston, defined rape 
as a sexual intercourse with a fe- 
male without consent or with con- 
sent but under threats, Imper- 
sonating a husband^or other force- 
ful means. 

This does not apply to a husband* 
wife situation. Langston explained 
that not long ago husband and wife 
were considered as one where the 
woman had no real identity. This 
situation still exists within the 
law. 

"In rape trials a woman has to 
prove the elements of the rape, 
even if It Is a sad, hideous thing. 
If a woman is to got on the stand 
to accuse a man of forced sexual 
Intercourse the following action 
is necessary: 

- She must complain as soon as 
possibler after the act. 

- Distinctly tell the police what 

happened. 

- Submit to a medical examination 

to prove sexual Intercourse.

It Is frequently implied that 
the woman Is guilty of provoking 
a man Into sexual intercourse* 

"In this sense/* said Langs- 
ton, "It has to be proven beyond 
reasonable doubt that the woman 
wasn't encouraging the alleged 
rapist or was consenting to his 
action/' 

It was pointed out by a member 
of the audience, "At the present, 
rape trials are generally open to 
the public, and what women want 
to get on the stand to explain 
every gory detail. Often people 
attend whohaveno genuine interest 

in the victim's welfare, only in 
their own amusement. This often 
discourages women from pressing 
charges due to social damage of 
reputation." 

The local prosecutor agreed, 
"This happens, although a public 
trial is usually held In fairness 
to the accused I'm not going to 
offer comfort to a rape victim 
especially if the offender is some- 
one she knew previously. This 
would be harder to prove in court 
because of possible consent on her 
part. 

- She must," as well, be pho- 
tographed for marks of forced 
beating* 

- She has to prove herself as a 
credible witness. 

Langston said, **It Is dangerous 
to convict a person of a sexual 
offense on an uncorroborated 

statement alone. It has to be 
shown that the accused and the 
crime are associated." 

Because of its social background 
rape must be reported immediate- 
ly. If the complaint is delayed, 
the validity of the charge will 
>e disputed. The prosecutor often 
has the duty of determlnlngthe 
character of events leading up to 
the alleged rape.

It is an absolute insult to the intelli- 
gence of all French speaking students and 
faculty, to proclaim Laurentlan a "bilingual

f)applicatlons for awards must be made 
through the appropriate officers of an ins- 
titution (Foreign Student Adviser, Director 
of Student Affairs), and must be supported 
by the usual documents (admission, etc...); 
no direct applications will be accepted from 
Individual students.

The first penalties of the second 
period came at the 5:31 mark 
as Blake for the Vees and Mac- 
Ritchie for the Gryphons were 
sent off for roughing. Laurentian 



opened up a two goal lead at 7:28 
when Dennis Gatdic banged In a 
rebound. Assists went to KalUo 
and Cuomo. Guelph mildly pro- 
tested the goal on the grounds that 
KalUo was in the crease. The 
protest was overruled by referee 
Connors and the score stood at 
4-2 in favour of the Vees. 

Time and time again the Vees 
were robbed by the quick left hand 
of the Guelph goalie, Moote. At 
10:18, Brown of the Gryphons was 
sent off for high sticking. Guelph 
was successful in killing off this 
penalty. Tempers began to flare 
and the body checks were suffer. 
At 14:18, Armstrong was sent off 
for charging. The Laurentian pe- 
nalty-killing unit put on a great 
display of teamwork; they were on 
the offensive and gave the Gry- 
phons few opportunities to pene- 
trate into Vees territory. At the 
19:44 mark, Cuomo was sent off

Guelph came out flying in the 
third period and at the ;52 second 
mark hit the crossbar; the puck 
ricocheted out and was cleared 
by the Vees. Laurentian got their 
fourth penalty of the game when 
Dave Chalk was sent to the sin bin 
for holding.

Lauren- 
tian's Czerwlnec was sent off 
for elbowing at the 14-09 mark. 
The Vees finally scdred again at 
the 17-53 mark when Martel 
notched his second with assists 
going to Armstrong and Hamill. 
The final score was 5-3 in favour 
of the Vees. 

In summary, Martel netted two 
for the Vees with singles going 
to Kallio, Rebellato and Gazdic. 
For the Gryphons, It was Koleff 
with two. Brown added theslngle. 
Next weekend the Vees travel 
to the Beerfest City where they 
will take on the defending CIAU 
champs, the Waterloo Warriors 
on Friday and the Wilfrid Laurier 
Golden Hawks on Saturday. Good 
luck to the Vees in Waterloo!
